Distressing Mishap in the Shaft at 


Niantio Last Night. 


Two Young Men Probably Fatally Burned 


by an Explosion ot Coal Gas. 


News reached Decatur last (Tuesday) 


night about ten o'clock, of a distressing 
accident in the new coal mine at Niantic 
in this county. A telegram was Bent here 
yy Superintendent Qraliam, summoning 
Dr. Cass Chenoweth to the scene. On 
lis arrival at Niantic this morning at 1 
'clock he found two young men Charles 


Lindsay and Geo. Livingstone by name, 
badly burnt about the head, arms and 
todies, the injuries having been received 
by the explosion of coal gas that issued 
from crevices iu the mine. This species 
of gas is commonly called -'lire-damp" by 
the miners and is very much dreaded be-
